'London, :Nov. 24.—'Hon. Charles T. 


Ritchie, president of the board of trade, 
made an important speech before the 
chamber of commerce of Croydon, tak- 
ing as his theme the decline of British 
exports during the last ten months, 
upon which he hung a grave warning 
against American 
competition, now 


"ousting British trade." 


•Mr. Ritchie, after declaring that the

recent decline of exports, and after 
pointing out that England 
had no 


weapons against the tariff, said there 
was a great deal of talk in commercial 
circles about the serious competition 
of Germany; but he thought they were 
too apt to overlook a more serious com- 
petitor, the United States.
